There’ was an 
unidentified woman in Middleton’s office 
when the agents entered with a warrant 
issued by U. S. Commissioner James T. 
Balog. 

Middleton’s left hand was bandaged when 
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he was Jailed. 

Middfeton, of 2800 N. Lake Shore Dr., was 
indicted last Monday by a Cook County 
grand jury on charges of deviate sexual 
assault on two women. 

ONE OF THE WKOMEN who testified 
against him before the grand jury said she 
was beaten and threatened the next day. She 
was one of five women who originally 
testified they were sexually assaulted by 
J Middleton while they were drugged. 

Middleton’ was arrested by. sheriffs police 
Dec. 1 after charges of assault had been 
made by several of his patients.
